BILL McLELLAN, Athletic Director 


Only the third man to own the title of Athletic Director 
at Clemson over the past 46 years, Bill McLellan was ele- 
vated to his present position February 4, 1971, following 
what had been more than a decade of service to the Uni- 
versity’s athletic organization. 

A native of Hamer, S. C., the 
45-year old McLellan gradua- 
ted from Dillon High School 
and entered Clemson where he 
earned a pair of football let- 
ters, and was a member of the 
Tigers’ 1952 Gator Bowl team. 

He joined the athletic staff 
May 1, 1958 from Clemson’s 
Department of Agricultural Eco- 
‘ nomics and Seed Certification 
A. ‘ where he had spent one year 

: as assistant agronomist and 
two years as assistant economist. 


Although carrying the title of Assistant Business Manager, 
McLellan has been credited with handling the majority of 
the department’s athletic business and operation long before 
his appointment into his present role. 

In 1966, McLellan was named Assistant Athletic Director, 
and two years later was appointed Associate Athletic Director. 

During his reign as Athletic Director, Clemson’s athletic 
program has experienced a major upheaval. 


The Tigers can boast of the finest athletic facilities in 
not only the Atlantic Coast Conference, but in the South 
as well. 

The modern and spacious Jervey Athletic Center is one 
of the most complete facilities in America, and this complex 


serves as the home for Clemson’s 18 sports — 12 men’s 
and six women’s. 
The basketball Tigers play before packed crowds in 


attractive Littlejohn Coliseum, and many of the Clemson 
games are telecast on either regional or national networks. 


And the football Tigers, after averaging better than 48,000 
at home last fall, will be playing in a remodeled Memorial 
Stadium in ’78 that will have some 53,000 permanent seats. 


But conference titles and All-American honors have come 
to other sports as well, and McLellan’s direction has given 
Clemson a program that was ranked 20th in the nation in 
overall evcellence in 1975-76. Moreover, the basketball, fenc- 
ing, and tennis teams enjoyed top 20 ranking in 1976-77, 
and the baseball and soccer teams both boasted of the 
nation’s top rank at some point during their respective 
campaigns. 

McLellan earned a BS degree from Clemson in agronomy 
in ’54, and a master’s in agricultural economics in ’56. He 
is married to the former Ann Rogers of Fork, S. C. They 
have four children — Suzy, a senior at Winthrop; Bill, a 
sophomore at Spartanburg Methodist College; Cliff, a fresh- 
man at Tennessee Tech; and Arch Anna, a sophomore at 
Pendleton High School. 


CHARLEY PELL, Head Football Coach 
1977 Atlantic Coast Conference Coach of the Year 


Charles Byron (Charley) Pell was named Clemson’s 20th 
head football coach December 1, 1976, and authored college 
football’s Cinderella story in 1977. 


The 36-year old Albertville, Ala., product took a team that 
was 3-6-2 one year ago and led the ’77 Tigers to a sparkling 
8-2-1 ledger. He was a near 
unanimous choice as Atlantic 
Coast Conference Coach of the 
Year, garnering 116 of 124 
votes by the league’s sports- 
writers. 


A two-way starter and three- 
year letterwinner at Alabama, 
Pell was a member of the 
Crimson Tide’s 1961 National 
Championship team and played 
in the Orange, Sugar, and 
Bluebonnet Bowls during his 
*Bama career. 


He came to Clemson in 1976 
and served as assistant head 
coach and defensive coordinator that year. 


Pell entered the coaching profession as a graduate as- 
sistant to his former tutor, Paul ‘‘Bear’’ Bryant in 64. 


Charlie Bradshaw hired the young Pell as defensive line 
coach at the University of Kentucky where the latter spent 
the next four years, from ’65 through ’68. 


Pell’s first taste of head coaching came in December 
of ’68 when he was selected to rebuild the Jacksonville, 
Ala., State University grid program. 


During the next five seasons, ’69 through ’73, Pell built 
aggressive defensive teams that garnered a five-year mark 
of 33-13-1, including a 30-7-1 ledger his last four campaigns. 


His 1970 JSU team was 10-0 which included a 21-7 win 
over Florida A&M in the Orange Blossom Classic, and was 
ranked second in the nation. His ’72 team finished 10th 
nationally, and his ’73 squad ranked fourth. 


In ’70, he was conference, district, area, and state of 
Alabama Coach of the Year, and runner-up for national 
coaching honors. He earned the state accolade again in ‘73. 


He joined VPI’s staff as assistant head coach and defensive 
coordinator in 1974, and remained there until coming to 
Clemson. 

Pell took a defensive unit that ranked 128th nationally 
prior to his arrival and molded it into one that finished 
the ’75 season as 29th toughest against scoring. 


Pell earned his BS degree in business administration 
from Alabama in ’64. He is married to the former Ward Noel 
of Lexington, Ky., and they have a son — Carrick (7). 
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DANNY FORD, Assisiant Head Coach & Offensive Line 
An All-Southeastern Conference line- 
man for Paul ‘Bear’ Bryant at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, Danny Ford joined 
the Clemson staff in January as assist- 
ant head coach and offensive line tutor. 
The 29-year old Gadsden, Ala., native 
came to Tigertown from Virginia Tech 
where he was the offensive coordinator 
and line coach for the past three sea- 
sons. A ’66 graduate of Gadsden High 
’ School, Ford earned all-league and All- 
SEC Academic honors as an offensive 
tackle in ’69 and played in the Cotton, 
: Gator, and Liberty Bowls as a Crimson 


“f Tide gridder. A tight end his first two 
years, he played in the Blue-Gray Classic in '69. A graduate 
assistant at Bama in ’70 & '71, Bryant made Ford a full time 
assistant the next two seasons. He went to VPI in ’74. Ford, 
who holds a BA in industrial arts ('69) and an MA in special 
education (’71) from Alabama, is married to the former 
Deborah Anderson of Attalla, Ala., They have two daughters, 
Jennifer Renee (4) and Ashleigh Lynn (2). 


JIMMYE LAYCOCK, Offensive Coordinator 


A former graduate assistant at Clem- 
son, Jimmye Laycock returned to Tiger- 
town in December as offensive coordi- 
nator and backfield coach. Born in 
Leesburg, Va., Laycock prepped at Lou- 
don Valley HS in Purcellville, Va., and 
played his college ball at William & 
Mary where he was a starter at both 
defensive back and quarterback. He 
was an assistant at Newport News, Va., 
HS in ’70 and grad assistant at Clemson 
the next two seasons. Laycock was of- 
fensive backfield coach at the Citadel 
in ’73 & ’74, and in the latter season 
had a tailback who ranked sixth nation- 
ally in rushing. The 29-year old Laycock coached the quarter- 
backs at Memphis State in 75 & ’76, with his signal-caller 
Lloyd Patterson earning All-Southern honors this past fall. 
He earned his AB in physical education from William and 
Mary in ’70 and a master’s in education from Clemson in 
'72. Laycock is married to the former Ginnie Klemkowski of 
Baltimore.

TOM MOORE, Receivers 


Tom Moore is in his seventh season 
as a Clemson football assistant, having 
joined the Tiger staff prior to the ’74 
campaign. Born in Dayton, O., the 32- 
year old Moore prepped at Beaver Falls, 
Pa., High School where he played in 
the same backfield with Joe Namath. 
His collegiate days were spent at The 
Citadel where he was a running back/ 
: split receiver, earning All-Southern Con- 

ference honors as a senior. His coach- 

ing career began with a one-year stint 

in ’67 as offensive coordinator at Aurora 

Central, Colo., High School. In 1968 he 
joined the staff at Wichita State and 
tutored the frosh that year, then served as receiver coach 
in ’69 & ’70. He was a Jayvee coach at Clemson from ’71 
through ’74, then elevated to the varsity staff as defensive 
backfield assistant in ’75 & ’76. Moore earned a BS in 
political science from The Citadel in ’67. He’s married to 
the former Joyce Stewart of Clemson, and they have two 
children — Rhett (6) and Ashley (3). 


BUDDY KING, Assistant Offensive Line and Dorm Director 


Buddy King, who started and lettered 
for the Clemson Tigers as an offensive 
lineman from 1970 through 1972, is in 
his third season on the football staff. 
Born in Conway, King spent his prep 
days in Concord, Calif., before coming 
to Tigertown on a grid scholarship 
offer. King remained at Clemson as a 
student assistant while completing work 
on his undergraduate degree, and im- 
mediately following graduation was 
named as offensive line coach at Wof- 
ford College. His stint with the Terriers 
ran through the 1973 and 1974 cam- 
paigns. He returned to Clemson prior 
to the ’75 slate and has worked with the offensive linemen 
in addition to serving as dormitory director of Mauldin Hall, 
home of the Tiger footballers. King earned a BS in recreation 
and park administration from Clemson in ’73. His wife, the 
former Mary Kennerty of Charleston, is Clemson’s Lady Tiger 
tennis coach. 


MICKEY ANDREWS, Defensive Coordinator & Secondary 


With 12 years of coaching experience 
under his belt, Mickey Andrews will en- 
ter the 1977 season as defensive co- 
ordinator and secondary coach at Clem- 
son. The 36-year old Daleville, Ala., 
native was named the most versatile 
athlete at Alabama in 1964 where he 
was an All-SEC outfielder and NEA 
2nd team All-America defensive back. 
He played in two Orange Bowls and 
one Sugar Bowl at ’Bama. After a one 
year assistantship at Erwin High School 
in Birmingham in '65, Andrews jumped 
Ae j to the college ranks as an assistant at 

‘ Eastern Kentucky in ’66, and at Livings- 
ton, Ala., University from ’67 through ’69. He was tabbed 
head coach at Livingston in ’70 and had a three-year mark 
of 23-7-2, which included the NAIA National Championship 
in ’71. Andrews served as head coach and AD at North Ala- 
bama for the last four years. He earned a BS from 'Bama 
in ’65 and MA in ’70 from Livingston.

DWIGHT ADAMS, Defensive Ends 

Dover, Ark., native Dwight Adams be- 
gins his second season as defensive end 
coach at Clemson, and fifth campaign 
on the Tiger coaching staff. The 45- 
year old Adams played at Henderson, 
Ark., State, then spent five campaigns 
in the high school coaching ranks be- 
fore he moved to the college scene. 
He was head mentor at Pine Bluff, Ark., 
High School four years and assistant 
coach at Lake Charles, La., High School 
one year. In ’66 he journeyed to the 
Palmetto State as an assistant at The 
Citadel. He remained there through the 
‘72 campaign, and his seven-year coach- 
ing tenure with the Bulldogs were spent with the linebackers 
and the defensive ends. Adams also coached the school’s 
track team. He received his BS in education from Henderson 
State in '58. Adams is married to the former Jo Bickham of 
Tillar, Ark., and they have three children — Jana (19), 
Scott (17), and Ruth (14). 


JOE KINES, Linebackers 

Joe Kines was the first coach to join 
Charley Pell’s Clemson staff last De- 
cember. The 33-year old native of 
Piedmont, Ala., came to Tigertown from 
Jacksonville, Ala., State where he had 
spent the past five seasons. His JSU 
defense allowed but 10 points a game 
during the last three campaigns. He 
prepped at Cedartown, Ga., HS and 
played at Jacksonville State. In 65 he 
served as grad assistant at JSU, then 
as an assistant at Newnan, Ga., HS in 
*67 and ’68. Kines was head mentor at 
Chattooga County, Ga., HS from ’69 
through ’71, then went back to his alma 
mater in ’72. In 11 years of coaching, Kines has never been 
associated with a non-winning program. He earned his BS 
in physical education in '66 and master’s in '71 from JSU. 
Married to the former Ruby Bell of Lafayette, Ga., the Kines 
have a daughter, Susan Lynn (10). 


MIKE BUGAR, Defensive Line 

: Mike Bugar is the newest Clemson 
coach, having been appointed this past 
August. His responsibility is coaching 
the five defensive down linemen. His 
charges responded and played a big 
part in Clemson’s defense being ranked 
12th in the nation against scoring. The 
Tigers shutout two opponents during 
the ’77 season and held six other op- 
ponents to two touchdowns or less. The 
31-year-old Bugar joined the Clemson 
staff from Gardner Webb College where 

, he had been defensive line coach for 
six months. Prior to that he was an assistant at Wofford for 
six years, coming there from his alma mater, Florida State, 
where he was a graduate assistant. Bugar began his coaching 
career serving one year as assistant coach at Amos P. Godby 
High School in Tallahassee, Fla. A native of Youngstown, 
Ohio, he was an all-conference linebacker at Austintown 
Fitch High School and tri-captain of the team. He holds a 
BS degree from FSU in physical education, where he earned 
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three letters with the Seminoles while playing in the Gator 
Bowl and the first annual Peach Bowl. He is married to the 
former Linda Adams of Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., and they are 
the parents of two daughters, Dawn Michelle, 9, and Kim- 
berly Lyn, 6. 


WILLIE ANDERSON, Graduate Assistant and Jayvee Coach 

An All-Atlantic Coast Conference nose 
guard for the Tigers in ’74, Willie An- 
derson returned to his alma mater last 
December as a graduate assistant and 
head jayvee coach. Born in Mayesville, 
the 25-year old Anderson earned AP 
National Lineman of the Week honors 
for a 17-solo tackle performance against 
South Carolina in ’74. He spent the 75 
season as a Student assistant at Tiger- 
town, then following graduation that 
December, was a grad assistant with 
the basketball staff during the spring 
’76. Anderson went to Chamblee, Ga., 
High School as defensive coordinator 
in ’76. He earned his BS in history at Clemson in ’75, and 
is married to the former Gail Young of Piedmont, a ’74 
Clemson honor graduate. 


CLYDE WRENN, Recruiting Coordinator 


Clyde Wrenn, a former high school 
coach and athletic director, is beginning 
his sixth season on the Clemson staff, 
and fifth as recruiting coordinator for 
the Tigers. Born in Chester, the 34- 
year old Wrenn played baseball at 
Spartanburg JC, then spent his last two 
years at N. C. State. His coaching career 
began with a five-year term at Florence’s 
Southside HS as a grid assistant and 
head baseball coach. He spent the ’70 
and ’71 seasons as head football coach 
and athletic director at West Florence 
High School. He was a jayvee assistant 
in '72, his first year at Clemson. Wrenn 
earned a BS from NCSU in recreation and park administration 
in ’65 and a master’s in education from Western Carolina 
in ’70. He is married to the former Willa Lynn of Chester. 
They have two sons — Craig (7) and Cal (5). 


FRED HOOVER, Head Trainer 


Fred Hoover is entering his 19th sea- 
son as coordinator of Clemson’s train- 
ing and sports medicine program. The 
47-year-old Jacksonville, Fla., product 
was trainer at Florida State, his alma 
mater, in 52 and ’53, and again in ’57 
and ’58. He came to Tigertown in ’59, 
and now coordinates the medical needs 
for Clemson’s 12 men’s and six wom- 
en’s sports program. Hoover was train- 
er for the US Team in the ’63 Pan Am 
Games in Sao Paulo, Brazil, and was 
tabbed to serve on the US staff at the 
’68 Mexico and ’72 Munich Olympics. 
“Doc” Hoover has held just about every 
administrative post with the National Athletic Trainers Asso- 
ciation, including national president. He received a BS from 
FSU in physical education in ’53. Hoover is an affiliate mem- 
ber of the American Orthopedic Society for Sports Medicine.

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HERMAN MCGEE, Assistant Trainer 

When it comes to tenure with Clem- 
son's Athletic Department, no one can 
match Herman’s 43-year stint.

GEORGE DOSTAL, Strength & Weight Development 


George Dostal is in his second year 
at Clemson as director of the Tigers’ 
strength and weight training program. 
Born in Cleveland, O., he was a Nation- 
al Honor Society student and standout 
ahtlete at East Cleveland Shaw High 
School, and went on to earn 12 varsity 
letters in football, baseball, track, and 
swimming at Kent State where he was 
All-Mid American Conference in three 
sports. The 43-year old Dostal was a 
Navy Intelligence Officer and UDT 
Specialist. As a star player with his 
fleet’s baseball team, Dostal was sought 
by the New York Giants but could not 
get a military release to play professionally. Also Clemson’s 
diving coach, Dostal reveived a BS in education from Kent 
State in ’62, and his M.Ed. in ’67. He has two sons — T. D. 
(8) and Jay J. (6). 


LEN GOUGH, Equipment Manager 


Len Gough (pronounced GOFF) has 
progressed through the stages of a 
student manager during his undergrad- 
uate days at Clemson to the full time 
equipment manager for the Tigers. Born 
in Columbia, the 25-year old Gough be- 
came a student manager during his first 
semester at Clemson in August of ’70, 
and served as head manager during the 
1973-74 school year. He became a grad 
assistant in March of ’76; was named 
a full time assistant in July of ’76; and 
was appointed to his present position 
just one month later. His father, Samuel, 
is a Clemson graduate, and his two 
brothers — Sammy and Jim — are both serving as student 
managers at Tigertown.

After suffering through two consecutive seasons where 
there were only five victories, the 8-2-1 campaign was enough 
to make everybody go bananas. And very few missed the 
opportunity. 

Here are some of the things that caused all of the excite- 
ment: 

e Eight wins in one season — the most since the 1959 team 
grabbed nine victories. 

® A post-season bowl invitation — the first time since 1959 
when Clemson played in the first Bluebonnet game. 

@ Seven players named to the All-Atlantic Coast Conference 
team — the most ever. (Six have been named on two pre- 
vious occasions). 

® Quarterback Steve Fuller was named ACC Player-of-the- 
Year. 

©@ Head football coach Charley Pell was named ACC Coach- 
of-the-Year. 

e Fourteen players were cited as conference player-of-the- 
week during the season, which is 25.5 per cent of the season 
award winners. 

e Ten players were named to the All-State team while Pell 
and Fuller were again honored as coach and player-of-the- 
year. 

© A record 20,793 season tickets (not including students) 
were sold prior to the 1977 season. 

®@ Over $1 million was contributed through IPTAY, Clemson’s 
scholarship club, the first time this figure had been surpassed. 
®@ Offensive guard Joe Bostic was named first team All- 
America on the Football Writers of America team, and to the 
second and third team on several other squads. 

@ Over a half million fans (507,778) attended Clemson's 11 
games, which was a new record. The 11-game average was 
46,162, also a new record. 

e@ An average of 47,030 attended Clemson's five home games, 
another all-time high. The capacity of Clemson Memorial 
Stadium is 43,451 and the 235,152 who attended the home 
games represented 108 per cent of capacity. 

© Quarterback Steve Fuller led the ACC in total offense with 
1,900 yards, or a 172.7 per game average. 

® Clemson ranked in the Top Ten for the first time since 
1950. Last regular season polls of 1977 had Tigers 10th in 
UPI and 11th in AP. 

e Went eight games without a loss, the first time this has 
been accomplished since the 1948 team went 11-0. 

e@ Ranked 8th in the nation in defense against scoring. 

© Was one of the five most improved teams in the nation, 
going from 3-6-2 in 1976 to 8-2-1 in 1977. 

® Was 4-1 against outside conference competition, defeating 
Georgia, Georgia Tech, Virginia Tech and South Carolina, 
dropping only a four-point decision to fifth-ranked Notre 
Dame.

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School Colors and Nickname 


The late William J. Latimer, a 1906 graduate of Clemson 
College, did some extensive research on the football program 
at his alma mater, and offered the following in regard to the 
school’s nickname and colors: 


Professor Walter Merritt Riggs, who coached Clemson’s 
first varsity football team in 1896, and who also served as 
head coach again in 1899, is said to have ‘planted the 
seed” for the school’s grid program. 


In referring to the players from that first team, Latimer 
said, ‘‘Due to the lack of helmets and head protection they 
(the players) wore long hair. These long manes might have 
gained them the name of Lions had it not been for the 
orange and purple striped jerseys and stockings that re- 
sembled tigers. The latter nickname seemed to stick.” 


Latimer then observed about John Heisman’s 1900 Clem- 
son team: “They had been called Tigers early in their career. 
And Clemson used the insignia of a Tigers’ head with bared 
fangs, with the motto ‘Eat Em Up Clemson”’ before Heisman’s 
day.” 


Latimer’s findings are substantiated by the fact that Riggs 
had played football at Auburn (nicknamed Tigers) and that 
its colors were orange and blue. 


The official colors of the school are Northwest Purple and 
Burnt Orange, with the predominant colors on today’s ath- 
letic uniforms being orange and white. 


Joe Sherman ’34, former Clemson sports publicist, news 
bureau director, and director of Clemson’s alumni relations, 
offered the following in his book, The Clemson Tigers, which 
was published in 1976: 


“It is extremely doubtful that anyone can tell you with 
certainty how the Clemson colors swung from purple (and 
a rather pale purple, at that) and gold to what for several 
years was described as ‘Northwestern purple and burnt 
orange.’ 


“But that the colors have changed, unofficially if not of- 
ficially, is a fact and there is a story about it that is probab- 
ly as good as any other explanation. 


“It says that in the early years of Jess Neely’s tenure, 
he found it almost impossible to get uniforms in purple and 
gold that would be ‘color fast.’ In other words, between 
constant exposure to both the weather and the washing 
machines, the purple and gold faded markedly and became 
difficult, if not impossible, to recognize for what they were 
supposed to be. 


“So, working with professional color people in the school 
of textiles and with sporting goods manufacturers, Neely 
finally arrived at deeper colors (a slightly deeper purple and 
a gold that became orange) that were more color fast in 
that they held up better under the rays of the sun, the 
agitations of the washing machine and the carry-over from 
season to season.” 


Still, most people believe that the purple and orange are 
the true colors. 


The Clemson Tiger was modified somewhat in the summer 
of 1970, and to separate him from the other tigers at other 
schools, the University adopted the Tiger Paw. The Paw did 
not replace the Tiger, but the two go hand-in-hand, or should 
we say hand-in-foot.

This was ac- 
complished first in 1949-51-52 and again in 
1957-1959-1959. That double 1959 is not an 
error because Clemson was the first team to 
play in two bowls the same calendar year. The 
Tigers played January 1, 1959, in the Sugar 
Bowl's Silver Anniversary game against No. 1 
ranked Louisiana State, then played in the 
first annual Bluebonnet Bowl in Houston, Tex- 
as, December 19, 1959 


KKEKKEKEKEK 


Clemson is credited with getting the Gator 
Bowl "on its feet" in its 1949 appearance. 

In the fourth annual Gator Bowl, Clemson and 
Missouri met after the first three had not 
been a blazing financial success. This was 
the Gator's first full house with 36,000 on 
hand and Clemson sold 21,000 of these. There 
will be even more Tiger followers on hand at 
this year's game. Clemson was allotted a tot- 
al of 25,000 tickets, which disappeared almost 
over night. Many Tiger followers obtained 
their tickets from Pittsburgh out of its al- 
lotment of 11,000. It is estimated that ad 
all orders received by the Clemson Ticket Of- 
fice could have been filled, 45,000 tickets 
would have been sold by Clemson alone.

Jack Miller, who kicked the decisive field 
goal to defeat Missouri in the 1949 Gator 
Bowl, is now principal of Morrison Elemen- 
tary School located in Clemson.

Clemson split end Jerry Butler has caught at 
least one pass in 22 consecutive games.

The two Gator Bowl opponents, Clemson and 
Pittsburgh, have never met each other in foot- 
ball. The only two events the schools have fac- 
ed were in basketball. Pitt defeated the Tigers 
in men's basketball, 60-50, in the Carrousel 
Classic in Charlotte, N. C., in 1958 and last 
year the Panther women's cage team downed the 
Lady Tigers, 87-74, in basketball in the Christ- 
mas Invitational in Columbus, Miss. 


ReKKRKRKKRKK 


Clemson played before over a half million 
fans during 1977 for the first time in his- 
tory. Altogether, 507,778 fans witnessed 

the 11 Tiger games. This averages out to 
46,162 a game, which is also an all-time 
high. The Tigers played before 235,152 in 
five home games, This is not a record be- 
cause of six home games in 1974, but the 
average attendance of 47,030 is a record. 
Memorial Stadium only holds 43,451, which 
means the Tigers played to 108 per cent ca- 
pacity during the year. An additional 10,500 
seats are now being added to the stadium with 
the double decking of the press box side.

Clemson Memorial Stadium — 
“Death Valley” 


In the past 36 seasons, 28 teams have made appearances 
in Clemson’s Memorial Stadium, now pretty widely known as 
“Death Valley.’” Nine teams (George Washington, Kentucky, 
Villanova, Alabama, Georgia, Auburn, Texas A&M, Florida 
State, Maryland and Notre Dame) have an edge on the Tigers 
home ground and six of these, (George Washington, Ken- 
tucky, Villanova, Florida State, Texas A&M and Notre Dame, 
have just played one game in Memorial Stadium. 

Clemson has shutout opponents 30 times in “Death Valley” 
(Presbyterian 9 times; N. C. State 4; Wake Forest 3; Virginia, 
Furman, Citadel and Duquesne twice each; and VPI, Auburn, 
Duke, North Carolina, Texas Christian and Maryland, once 
each). The Tigers have been shutout 10 times at home in 36 
seasons, the last time being in 1976 when Georgia blanked 
Clemson 41-0. 

Between the Maryland shutout in 1953 and the Duke 
blanking in 1962, the Tigers scored in 38 consecutive home 
games. 

There have been three ties in 147 games played in the 
stadium, one with Mississippi State in 1949, one with Georgia 
in 1963, and last fall’s 18-18 Duke deadlock. 

In 1974 the field was named The Frank Howard Field of 
Clemson Memorial Stadium in honor of the Tigers’ legendary 
coach Frank Howard.

Those are the words of Joe Sherman ’34 who gave 34% 
years of service to his alma mater before he retired as the 
University’s Director of Alumni Relations in June of eWiTe 


In actuality, Clemson Uni- 
versity’s 600-acre campus, lo- 
cated in the northwest corner 
of South Carolina, lies in the 
foothills of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains and is surrounded 
by the sparkling blue waters 
of Lake Hartwell. More than 
70 modern, well-equipped 
buildings now occupy the area 
that once was Fort Hill, the 
homestead of U. S. Vice-Pres- 
ident John C. Calhoun and 
University Founder Thomas G. 
Clemson. 


The University’s heritage is maintained, however, by the 
many old trees, lots of open green areas, and quiet walk- 
ways. From several points on campus and around this lovely 
college town, Lake Hartwell and the Blue Ridge Mountains 
provide a spectacular and inspiring view. 


The Tillman clock tower, which is visible from just about 
everywhere on campus, and the Outdoor Theatre, which is 
the scene of concerts and pep rallies, are among traditional 
landmarks. They become comforting and familiar friends to 
everyone who becomes a part of Clemson. 


The students, hailing from 48 states and 44 foreign coun- 
tries, are offered 76 fields of study in nine undergraduate 
colleges, and 55 areas of graduate study. 


The undergraduate academic units are the Colleges of 
Agricultural Sciences; Architecture; Education; Engineering; 
Forest and Recreation Resources; Industrial Management 
and Textile Science; Liberal Arts; Nursing; and Sciences. 


Of the University’s total enrollment of 11,383, the actual 
on-campus figure is 10,300, of which 62 per cent are male 
and 38 per cent female. 


Sherman once wrote an article about Clemson on the 
theme that ‘“There’s Something In These Hills.” It said, in 
part: 

“There’s something in these hills that brings together 
and binds together and holds together men and women of 
all persuasions, of all heights, sizes, weights, and cultural 
backgrounds — something that cuts across every difference, 
spans every gap, penetrates every wall — something that 
makes a man or a woman stand taller, feel better and say 
to all within earshot, ‘| went to Clemson!’ ”’
